“Not much,” I quickly replied, “for it 
is just coming out. 

“Then come with me,” he continued, 


“and I will take you where it is made and 
will show you something a little out of 
the ordinary.” 

Together we went to the factory of the 
company at 127 Rees street, Chicago, 
where we were permitted to learn some- 
thing of its history, the method of doing 
business, and the new visible model. 

A Little History. 

The Remington-Sholes Company is 
the successor of the original Remington 
(Fay) Sholes Company and the Arithmo- 


graph Company, into which the latter 
was merged about two years ago. The 
Remington - Sholes typewriter was 


brought out in 1894 by its inventor, Zal- 
mon G. Sholes, son of G. Latham Sholes, 
the original inventor of the Remington 
Standard typewriter; and his partner, 
Franklin Remington, son of the president 
of the Remington Arms Company, origin- 
al manufacturers of the Remington 
Standard typewriter. The central idea 
of the younger Sholes’ invention was the 
shifting type basket and interchangeable 
carriages which have been characteristic 
of the Remington-Sholes typewriter from 
the beginning.

The Fight for Its Name Remington. 

An interesting litigation has been 
fought out over the use of the name Rem- 
ington, in the style of the company and 
upon its machines, which resulted in a 
pioneer decision upon the point of trade- 
mark law involved. The manufacturers 
of the Remington Standard typewriter 
commenced suit in 1895 in the German 
courts to stop the use of the name Rem- 
ington, and the case was fought to the 
Supreme Court, called the Reichsgericht, 
at Leipsic, and was decided broadly in 
favor of the Remington-Sholes Company.

first scored a victory in 1go1 in the 
\'nited States Court in Vermont. The 
Remington-Sholes Company appealed 
from this decision and the United States 
Supreme Court five years later reversed 
the lower court and decided in favor of 
the moral and legal right of Franklin 
Remington to use his family name and 
confer it upon a corporation, as he had 
done. Pending the litigation, however. 
in order to avoid risk of heavy damages, 
the name of the machine and of the com- 
pany was changed by sustituting Mr. 
Fay’s name for Mr. Remington’s. Since 
this decision the original name has been 
resumed. It never was interrupted 
abroad. 
The Revolution in Machine and Factory. 
Mr. Remington remained with the 
original company as vice president and 
~eneral manager until it was merged into 
the Arithmograph Company. Mr. Sholes 
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left the company and entered the employ 


of the Remington Standard Typewriter 


Company in 1897, since when Mr. Fay 


has been the principal designer of all the 


models manufactured. He commenced 
upon the visible model which is now on 
the market as early as 1902, and com- 
pleted the first model in 1904. The vis- 
ible retains the characteristic features of 
the basket shift, interchangeable car- 
riages, simplicity, speed and power which 
characterized the Remington-Sholes blind 
writers, and which it closely resembles 
in external appearance. Besides chang- 
ing from the blind to the visible type in 
its machine, the company has radically 
changed its selling policy. Its machines 
hereafter will only be sold at wholesale 
to and through typewriter dealers. No 
branch offices will be established and the 
company will limit itself to a manufac 
turer’s profit. 

The factory, too, has undergone a thor- 
ough reorganization and was character- 
ized a few days ago by the inspector for 
the Underwriters’ Board, who knows 
every factory, as the cleanest and best 
equipped in Chicago. The most modern 
processes are used in and the most care 
is given to, brazing, bluing, nickeling and 
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japanning, in order to insure the highest 
quality and durability of finish. ‘The 
standard of variation permissible in man 
ufacture of parts has been fixed at three 
one thousandths of an inch so as to in- 
sure interchangeability. The company 
manufactures everything which goes into 
the machine except raw material, castings 
and rubber parts. 

Our guide growing enthusiastic said: 
“Perhaps you gentlemen would like to 
have the new visible demonstrated?’ to 
which we replied that it would give us 
great pleasure. 

The New Visible in Detail. 

“In the first place,” said the demonstra- 
tor, “there are no rods to oil or keep 
clean. The carriages run on four wide 
roller bearings, frictionless; never need 
oiling; could not wear out in twenty 
years if the machine were run constantly, 
yet are unequaled for easy running. 

“One of the great difficulties,” he con 
tinued, “in the manufacture of the front 
strike visibles is the limitation in assem- 
bling surface for the type-bar hangers 
lhe old blind writers assembled their 
tvpe-bars on a dise or a complete ring, 
while the front strike visibles dre con 
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XPERIMENTAL R 
hned to a segment or a part of a com 
plete ring. 

“The Remington-Sholes machine has 


the type-bars assembled alternately, the 
first on one side of the segment and then 
on the other. In this way there is gained 
practically the same assembling surface 
on a segment that is secured by the old 
blind writers on a complete disc. Less 
assembling surface means crowding of 
the type-bars close together, necessitat 
ing very narrow bearings. Very narrow 
bearings mean that a little wear or lost 
motion will cause the alignment to vary 
considerably. The life of the blind write: 
bar was gained by wide bearing, which 
was made possible on account of the 
large assembling surface for the hangers 

“All Remington-Sholes typewriters ar¢ 
fitted with a basket shift, the principle of 
which has been tested out during the past 
twelve years. A basket shift means that 
the segment on which the bars are fas

impossible to obtain on carriage or platen 
shifting typewriters, have from 
four to eight points at which the motion 
must be adjusted. 

“The speed and resiliency of action 
gained in the old blind writer was partly 
due to the fact that the type-bars would 
drop from the printing position by grav- 
ity without requiring any considerable 
amount of spring tension to bring them 
back again to the basket tape or to their 
normal resting position when not in use. 
\ll visible front strike writers that have 
their type-bar bearings in a plane tangent 
to the center of the platen or located in 
front of such a plane require springs to 
assist the return of their type-bars to 
their normal position of rest. For this 
reason it has been difficult to duplicate 
in the visible writers the durability, 
touch or speed of the old-line blind writ 


which 


ers. 

“It can readily be seen that any type 
; Remington-Sholes visible will 
lrop on account of gravity from the 
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platen to its normal position of rest, with 
out the assistance of a spring. 

“In all previous front-strike visibles the 
intermediate levers employed between 
key levers and type-bars are more or less 
crooked, off-set and of unequal size, so 
that they twist, spring and develop un 
equally, as between center and side keys, 
causing much irregular and sluggish ac 
tion and uneven impression between dif- 
ferent type. 

“Furthermore, the immediate levers, or 
bell cranks, between the key levers and 
type-bars, which are of uniform size and 
straight, and their connecting wires and 
links, are so arranged that the vertical 
pull of the key lever is transmitted di 
rectly and vertically to the bell crank, 
which, too, swings in a vertical plane. Its 
pull in turn is transmitted direct by a 
link substantially in line with the swing 
of the type-bar. sy this arrangement 
the movement of the key lever, which is 
always vertical, is transformed freely in 
to a direct pull of the type-bar toward 
the printing point whether its swing is 
oblique or vertical, according to the lie 
of the type-bar in the basket 

‘This makes the action of the side keys 
identical with that of the center keys, 
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and taken together with the elimination 
of sliding friction from the ribbon shift, 
gives a life, freedom, and speed to the 
touch of the visible equal to that of the 
best old-line blind writers, and far supe- 
rior to that of all other visibles. 

“Owing to the straight pull from the 
key lever to type-bar and to the ball and 
socket joint between the upper connect- 
ing wire and the type-bar, all lost mo- 
tion can be taken out of connections be- 
tween the key lever and the type. This 
prevents the rebounding of the bar after 
striking the basket tape, the practical re- 
sult being the elimination of interference, 
one type-bar with the other. 

“So far, in all visible writers yet 
brought out, whether top-strike or front- 
strike, the printing ribbon is shifted edge- 
wise into the path of the type-bar before 
each stroke in order to print, then shifted 
out of it again in order to disclose what 
has been printed. The ribbon, therefore, 
constantly shifts with each stroke of the 
key and this shift must be effected. by 
the pressure of the fingers of the opera- 
tor, which must overcome the sliding fric- 
tion and inertia of the ribbon shifter and 
the resistance of its restoring spring. 

“It has been found that by lowering 
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the printing line slightly below the cen 
ter of the platen and swinging back the 
ribbon somewhat from the platen, it 
passes below the line of vision and the 
operator can see all that has been printed, 
without shifting it edgewise at all. This 
arrangement gives at once the identical 
conditions of the ribbon movement which 
have worked so admirably for many years 
in the old style blind machines.

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Mechanical Dewices and Other Appliances 


HE substitution of machines for 

manual labor, and in the case of 

the computing machines for mental 
work also, has become so general it is 
fitting that the matter be taken up by our 
association, which stands for all that im 
proves the conditions in the accounting 
departments of street and interurban rail- 
ways. It will be conceded that any de- 
vice which will permit the accountant to 
decrease the expense of his work without 
impairing its efficiency or to increase the 
volume of statistics which he may pre 
pare for the heads of departments with 
out increasing the salary roll materially, 
is worthy of general adoption. The value 
of a statement showing the earnings per 
car mile and the number of passengers 
handled on any route is very greatly 
diminished if the facts it contains are not 
given to the operating department early 
enough on the day following the date for 
which the statement is made to permit 
that department to make adjustments of 
the schedule which may be necessary to 
meet the altered conditions. If there are 
machines that will assist to that end is it 
not in the interest of good railroading to 
adopt them ? 

While it has been the policy of our as 
sociation to refrain from advertising the 
product of any particular manufacturer, 
it was the idea of the writer that an ar- 
ticle of this kind would be valueless to 
members unless the name of the manufac- 
turer of the machine were given in con 
nection with the description of its work. 
This idea having been endorsed by your 
president, the names of manufacturers 
will be given, but it is not intended that 
this mention shall constitute an endorse 
ment of these particular machines as the 
best; it may well be that the writer has 
not had some of the best machines 
brought to his attention. 

In discussing this subject it is but nat- 
ural to describe first such machines as 
have become familiar through use in one’s 
own office. No claim of superiority is 
made for these particular machines, but 
they have been found to be very satis 
factory. 

Typewriters. 


Typewriters are in such general use that 
any description of them is entirely unneces 
sary and it is the purpose to describe only 
such special features as have come under my 
notice that facilitate the work, and those ma 
chines that seem particularly adapted for some 
special purpose 

Several makes of machines, among 
the Remington, Elliot-Fisher and Fay-Sholes 
now have an adding-machine attachment that 
will pick up the sums written upon the type 
writer when in certain positions and accumu 
late them upon a register. I understand that 
the Underwood Company also has an at

These devices cover all we use in our de 
partment, except the numbering stamps !

in no way related to the writer. 

For filing correspondence we use what is 
styled the “vertical” file, which takes an ordi- 
nary letter on edge without folding. We have 
four drawers; one for correspondence received 
from other officials of the company; one, for 
that received from outside persons; one, for 
letters that originate in our’ office to other 
officials, and one for letters from us to out- 
side parties. All correspondence is numbered 
and card indexed and carbon copies of all our 
letters and answers are attached, so that all 
the correspondence to and from persons on 
one subject is found under the same number. 

We believe in the use of cards and loose 
leaf devices and use both quite extensively. A 
journal seldom used after the entries for 
the month are closed. Why then have to 
handle a heavy book month after month when 
twenty or twenty-five sheets are all that are 
needed? We have answered this question by 
using leaves held in a spring cover 
while being vsed, and transferring them to a 
permanent binder when the month is closed. 

For a general ledger we use a loose leaf 
book with inserts, and run the accounts across 
the page instead of down. The headings read 
follows:

The figure columns are repeated across the 
pages. Each full page has room for three 
months’ entries and the insert has three on 
each side, so that each set of leaves lasts a 
year. At the end of the year they are put 
into a permanent binder. 

Our voucher record is of the lose leaf pat- 
tern with half of the sheets cut %-inch short 
at the bottom and the alternate sheets cut 4%- 
inch short at the top. This permits us to add 
the first page and enter the totals at the bot- 
tom of the next sheet; the second sheet is 
added up and the totals entered at the top of 
the third sheet, and so on. This saves carrv- 
ing footings forward, and is one of the great- 
est labor saving devices we use. Any one 
who cares to do so will find samples of these 
sheets in the Association's collection of blanks, 
they being those of the United Railways of 
St. Louis and the Chicago Union Traction 
Company. I am indebted to F. R. Henry, 
the auditor of the United Railways of St. 
louis, for letting me know of this device. 

Our treasurer uses a loose leaf cash book. 
This permits our department and the outside 
auditors to use the back records without inter- 
fering with the current work. 

This, I believe, completes the list of such 
machines and devices as have come under my 
personal observation through use. 

One of the best duplicating machines I have 
seen is the “Gammeter Multigraph” made by 
the American Multigraph Company of Cleve- 
land, Ohio. This consists of two parallel 
cylinders, one containing metal types that are 
readily passed to the other cylinder and set 
as a letter or form. The machine has a 
scale across the top showing the order in 
which the types are to be found on the type 
cylinder. As the cylinder is revolved an in- 
dex moves along this scale. When the letter 
wanted is reached the machine is stopped and 
by pressing a lever, one type is passed to the 
other cylinder. The action is quite rapid, very 
much more so I think than can be had by us- 
ing a pair of tweezers. The work done on 
this machine is exactly the same in appear- 
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ance as that on a typewriter, and, in addition, 
electrotypes can be made and fitted to set up 
on it so that practically any kind of work can 
be done on this machine that could be done on 
a small printing press. The price of the ma- 
chine and equipment is $250. 

I have recently examined an attachment to 
a typewriter made by the Goldberg Calculat- 
ing Machine Company of Chicago, that would 
be particularly useful in billing or voucher 
work because amounts added in one column 
may be transferred to a second column and 
the act of transferring the figures throws them 
out of the first column. To illustrate: There 
are three amounts of which it is wished to 
make a sub-total, like..........$45.50

At the conclusion of writing the three items 
the total $93.25 is shown on the register; the 
typewriter is moved to the position for the 
second register to act and as the figures 9, 3. 
2 and 5 are written they disappear from the 
first register one by one and it is set back to 
zero and the machine is ready for other sets 
of figures in the inside column, say

The act of writing the $168.25 on the type 
writer sets the outside register back to zero 
and the machine is ready for a new bill. This 
feature appears to be very valuable. At pres 
ent this machine can only be attached to the 
Remington-Sholes typewriter, and the price 
of the register is $75 

The most remarkable machine I have seen 
or rather that I have seen the work of, as the 
inventors are not ready yet to show the ma 
chine, not having obtained all the patents de 
sired, is one that is being prepared in Chi 
cago and is called the “Carlin Calculator.” 
When on the market this will probably at first 
be adopted by banks more especially as it is 
estimated that it will reduce the number of 
bank bookkeepers one-half when in use. | 
have seen some of the work done upon the 
machine and the following is a sample

The amount 7,392.30 is the balance of the ac 
count at the commencement of business and 
is printed in red.

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begins to do as much as this and when it is 
placed on the market I have no doubt will find 
a ready sale. 

For those who prefer a tissue impression of 
their original letters to a carbon copy we 
think the copiers that hold the blank paper on 
a roll and produce a copy by running the let- 
ter and paper through rollers like a wringing 
machine, are more rapid than the 
book and press. After the copies have been 
made the paper can be cut into uniform lengths 
and filed as would carbon. Yawman & Erbe 
of Rochester, N. Y., The Roneo Company ot 
88 Reade street, New York, and the Rotopress 
Company of Marion, Ind., make machines that 
do this work. The only objection I _ have 
heard urged to this method of copying letters 
is that the character of the letter-book as a 
book or original entry is destroyed, and that 
in offering copies of letters as evidence in 
court it may be necessary to call as witnesses 
nearly the whole office force.

occupation be hazardous, and sanitary 
surroundings for the preservation of 
health. If the laborer be of that class 
which is recruited from the ranks of “the 
great unwashed,” the additional obliga- 
tion of raising the standard of living de- 
volves upon the employer. 

The economic advantages resulting 
from the proper discharge of this obliga- 
tion are many and great, but true human- 
itarianism is its own reward.

It is the lubricant which oils the 
wheels of industrial progress, the pre- 
ventive of discord and misunderstand- 
ing, the promoter of harmony and pros- 
perity. It is the correlative of capital and 
labor and under an administration of live 
and let live principles, provokes human 
sympathy and fosters loyalty. 

Loyalty is that obligation which every 
man owes to himself. “Unto thine own 
self be true and it must follow as night 
the day thou cans’t not then be false to 
any man.” Maintaining the inviolability 
of promises is the highest form of loyalty, 
the acme of good business principles and 
the attainment of the finest business 
ideals. For the salesman it means the 
establishing of a permanent clientele, for 
the house a reputation which is a greater 
asset than the quality of its product, and 
for the minor employe a record for re 
liability which sometimes condones even 
a lack of efficiency 


Lovaltv to the work in hand or pride 
f artisanship is not to be touched lightly 
upon It is a well worn, but good old 
proverb, which savs “Whatever is worth 


doing at all is worth doing well,” and the 
satisfaction which comes from the feeling 
of having discharged to the utmost ca- 
pacity the work of a day is not to be 
equaled even by the gratification of ac- 
knowledgment. 

Ruskin says the highest development of 
artisanship is reached when the workman 
finds a joy in the creations of his handi- 
craft. Thus true loyalty to oneself would 
require the selection of a life work con- 
genial to the tastes and temperament of 
the workman. A work into which he 
could throw the potential energy of his 
strongest personal characteristics and re- 
ceive that measure of success which his 
efforts deserve. A work under which 
there should be no feeling of pressure, 
but only the pleasure of realized am- 
bitions. 

Under these conditions are engendered 
loyalty of the individual to his employer, 
to the business policy of his house, to 
the furtherance of his interests, and that 
personal loyalty which seeks not to gain 
only financial betterment, but to heap out 
to a full measure of service a few grains 
more of honest effort.

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Getting Business by Telephone 


— VERY commercial stationer has in 
his store the means for almost in- 
stant communication with his cus- 

tomers; but how much does he use it in 
the actual solicitation of business, and 
how much can it be used? 

Telephoning is not pleasant business, 
particularly in a large city like Chicago, 
where the facilities are taxed to their ut- 
most to meet the heavy demands made 
upon them. And this fact that the use of 
the telephone is nerve-wracking business 
can be turned to excellent account by the 
stationer, for, by relieving his customers 
of the labor of “calling up” he can win 
their everlasting gratitude and _ their 
trade. 

A plan that can be worked out to excel 
lent advantage is to make up a list of, 
say, 300 leading stationery buyers in your 
territory, sending to each a letter some 
thing like the following: 

Dear Sirs—We submit the following 
plan of saving you the time and annoy- 
ance of calling us by telephone. 

If you will designate some one person 
in your employ to make a daily canvass 
of your stationery needs, using the en- 
closed numbered list as an aid, we will 
call you up at a certain stated time every 
day, ask for that person and take his or- 
der over the ‘phone. At our end of the 
wire will be someone who is thoroughly 
posted on every phase of stationery and 
who can quote prices when required. 

Our order-taker will record your tele 
phoned order on a_ duplicating blank, 
sending you a carbon copy with the 
goods for your convenience, so that you 
will have a daily record of everything 
ordered to use in checking up our in- 
voices. 

By this plan your stationery clerk can 
keep your stock of supplies in such excel 
lent shape that you are never out of some 
article at a moment when it is urgently 
needed ; you will be saved the time usual 
ly consumed in getting telephone connec- 
tion with us, and if you use measured 
service, our calling you will save vou 
that expense. 

With the inauguration of this daily 
telephone inquiry system, we will instal 
a quick-delivery system which will re- 
duce the time between receipt of your 
order and the delivery of the goods, to 
the minimum. 

If this plan, intended for your conve 
nience, meets with your approval, please 
fill out the enclosed postal card and mail 
it to us. If the time for the call that you 


give us conflicts with any other customer 
we will arrange for some other time that 
will be mutually satisfactory.

Daily Canvas of Trade Over the Wire, 
and How It May Be Simplified.

With this letter to the customer should 
be enclosed a printed government postal 
card form, bearing wording something 
like the following:

The numbered list enclosed with the 
letter should be printed on a durable card, 
the numbers corresponding to the pages 
in your price-book, so that your order 
taker can instantly turn to the proper 
page and make accurate quotations In 
order that both his hands be free he 
should have the regulation head-clasp for 
holding the telephone receiver to his ear. 
This list will serve as a reminder to the 
stationery clerk of the possible needs of 
his office, and it will also be a magn:fi- 
cent advertisement for you, as it tells 
each of your customers in a most practi- 
cal way just how large a line of supplies 
you carry. On it should be listed not 
only current supplies but adding ma- 
chines, typewriters and the more expen- 
sive appliances and furniture used in of- 
fices large and small. 

by this plan you practically put one of 
your salesmen in the office of every one 
of your customers, as the stationery clerk 
designated by the firm will very naturally 
make it his business to have some sort of 
an order for you every day, and his feel- 
ing of personal responsibility for the com- 
pleteness of his firm’s equipment will 
make him study your numbered list not 
once but hundreds of times. 

Your own telephone equipment must 
be made equal to the new service; but 
this need not greatly, if at all, increase 
vour telephone expense. As most of your 
calls will be outgoing, vou should have 
an unlimited service “out-wire.” rhe 
number of this phone should not appear 
in the telephone book, as otherwise there 
is apt to be too much interruption in your 
call-service. Your in-wire can be a nickel 
service phone. This arrangement will 
serve a valuable purpose. By placing the 
nickel phone in a public part of your 
store and your unlimited out-wire in 
your private office, vou will be saved the 
annoyance of most of the telephone 
spongers, and those of your customers 
who wish to telephone enough to pay a 
nickel for the service will probably be 
sufficient in number to pay the stated 
guarantee to the telephone company 


When the postal card replies are re 
ceived from your customers they should 
be tabulated in chronological order, con- 
flicting dates corrected, and widely scat- 
tering ones brought near together, be- 
ginning at 8 a. m. and running at inter- 
vals of one to two minutes per name 
through the forenoon. Suppose 150 of 
your customers fall in with your plan, 
and, allowing two minutes to each call, 
you have five hours’ work for your order 
taker. But calls will probably average 
not over one minute each, as many will 
be disposed of with the brief “nothing to- 
day” reply. 

Weekly or Twice-a-Week Service. 

\s soon as your daily call service has 
demonstrated its success, you can ex- 
tend the same plan among smaller othces 
by inviting them to select a day, hour 
and minute in the early afternoon when 
you can cail them up, say for instance 
every Monday and Wednesday at 1 :30, 
etc. By making these dates com: 
afternoon they will not conflict with 
your morning program of daily 
And gradually a number of daily call 
people whose replies are too frequently 


“nothing to-day” can be transferred to 
the twice a week list, and some of thi 
live buyers in the latter list promoted to 


the daily call. 

This telephone-call plan has never been 
followed in the stationery business as fat 
as the writer knows, but something akin 
to it is being used by wide-awake grocers

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How Some 


Hk past decade has witnessed a 

very wide discussion of the ab 
stract proposition of how to 
achieve success. From every imaginable 
source—from pulpit, platform, and the 
press—most every prominent man has 
had something to say of the rules to be 
observed and the things to be done in 
order to “get there” in this world of many 
difficulties. Magazines, indeed, are pub 
lished with no other purpose whatever 
than to give as varied a class of matter 
as possible for the equally varied notions 
held on this question. What one man be 
lieves to be true, the other fellow believes 
\nd what one line of en- 
seems to be true of 


not to be true. 
deavor finds difficult 
other lines as well. 

It matters not what walk of life one 
may enter the problem is the same. In 
art, in science, in literature, and in busi 
ness, the same characteristic or attribut« 
is responsible for the success attained 
To be sure, it has its variations. But the 
cosmic forces are the same—though 
working in different directions 

So far as this publication is concerned 
the question concerns more particularly 
the vocation of the salesman. The inter 
ests covered are such that salesmen pre 
dominate among its activities. A brief 
analysis of the question of what the sales 
man encounters and must do to get to 
that top place are quite apropos. 

An Example of Getting Up. 

Twenty-five years ago the active head 
of one of the largest stationery houses of 
Chicago was a salesman on the road. He 
grew tired of traveling from town to 
town, month after month. He was not 
more than twenty-six years of age. He 
got a position in the house, as salesman. 
Presently, in getting acquainted with the 
stock, he came to the conclusion that he 
could not learn so big a stock in the 
course of the day and decided to remain 
down at night. The president of the com- 
pany said, on learning his intention, 
“cant you get acquainted with the stock 
in the day time?” 

“I can but it will take too long,” came 
the rejoinder 

“But I haven't set any time on your 
learning the stock,” the official returned. 

“But if I can learn the stock in two 
weeks as against two months, how much 
more valuable will I be to you?” 


The president made no reply. The 
point had struck deep enough. He only 
reflected to himself: “That’s good judg 
ment.” 

Mr. Salesman, you can get up if you 
use good judgment. That, in a word, is 


the kev to the situation. Good judgment 
means doing things right.

the older school, especially, that integrity 
and industry are the telling things in get- 
ting there. But you must remember that 
business today is not done in conform- 
ity to the provisions of the Connecticut 
Blue Laws. You do not have to attend 
church every Sunday morning and vesper 
service every Sunday afternoon to get up. 
Yet, integrity and industry are most im- 
portant things to consider. If you have 
not integrity or industry how far would 
you go’? Not far, that’s certain. But you 
have other important features that rank 
just a little bit above integrity and in- 
dustry. 


Where Integrity and Industry Count. 

The president or the directors of a 
large organization or a small one, for that 
matter, look upon manager and salesman, 
or subordinate, alike when it comes to 
character. Both must have it—absolute 
ly You've got to be square But the 
manager or department head, for ex- 
ample, can be no less square than the 
subordinate. The man who sweeps the 
store at the close of business is expected 
to report the finding of a lost article; and 
the manager must give an account of the 
affairs over which he presides just as 
they actually are. That's integrity at 
\nd no farther are you expect 
ed to go. Yet, if you are not living right 
uutside your business, the chances are 
vou will not live right inside it. 

Likewise, industry is not demanded in 
greater proportion for the superior than 
for the inferior man. You have got to 
work for all there is in you. Industry is 
essential, but its individual worth is rela 
tive only. Some men have got up in their 
line of work without working so hard as 
others, and this leads to the one great 
idea involved in the question of how the 
salesman gets to be manager and pro- 
Remember, all firms, all busi- 
nesses, are after returns, usually 
measured in what the business has earned 
at the close of the year. So in consider- 
ing the return had, the heads of the insti 
tutions look to the contributing units. 
These are the several department heads 
immediately under the organization 
heads. The extent to which these units 
contribute to the profits of the concern 
depends, for the most part, on what was

business judgment, in all that that phrase 
can possibly imply. It has no exceptions, 
perhaps the only rule, in business, that 


is no exceptions It is not flexible nor 
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Proprietors 


partial. It never considers individuals; 
individuals must consider it—look up to 
it at all times, under all circumstances, 
and worship it as an idol, 


What Good Business Judgment Means. 


Good judgment means this: the sales- 
man must do things better, discern quick- 
er, use better tact, display greater skill 
than the other fellow. This always in 
mind if you want to become manager or 
proprietor. This is subdivided into two 
classes; first, knowledge; and second, ac- 
complishment. 

Knowledge depends on how well you 
are acquainted with your work and the 
general business. Know the stock, for 
one thing, like the man above. Know 
your customers, their peculiarities, their 
tastes, and their disposition. Some sales- 
men keep in weekly and monthly touch 
by letter with their customers; if there is 
a new specialty just out, forthwith the 
salesman acquaints his customer with it. 
lf there is a reduction in price, of some 
lines, for which the customer has some 
liking, the salesman lets him know about 
it. No matter the condition, if there is 
the slightest possibility of it doing the 
customer any good, the wise salesman al- 
ways communicates it. Anything that 
will tend to please or satisfy the custom- 
er, should be done; for that brings busi- 
ness; that’s good judgment. The heads 
of the firm see it. And you are in line 
for bigger things. 

But you have got to go farther. You 
must have accomplishment. That is, you 
must do things better than some one else. 
Everything has its ruts. Get out of them. 
You can have your own rut; but never 
let the other fellow know it. And be 
original in all things you do. Never in- 
tentionally imitate the manager of your 
department. Have a way of your own. 

If you are perplexed because you have 
net risen in your work, hold yourself be- 
fore you. Your own judgment will tell 
you to what extent you have used good 
judgment. If you have failed, rectify it. 

No Limit to the Opportunity. 

There is no line of demarkation for the 
salesman. There is no single instance 
where there is not big chance to get up. 
The firm may be small or large; it’s there 
if you want to look for it. It seems a 
long time until the manager or proprie- 
tor are changed about—through promo- 
tion or death or otherwise. But if you try 
hard enough, the chance will come, to a 
certain extent at least. Of course, all 
salesmen cannot be managers or proprie- 
tors. But all salesmen do not try to be 
managers and proprietors; that’s the rea- 
son. It is human nature that they do not, 
whatever the reason. 

It is the salesman who cultivates his 
business sense that will go up.

fering in quality, weight and_ color. 
About two million sheets of typewriter 
carbon and 400 reams of pencil carbon are 
constantly carried in stock. 

Ribbon Department. 

Practically every typewriter ribbon of 
reputable quality is made from imported 
cloth, woven and finished for the purpose, 
and usually imported in pieces one yard 
wide and seventy-two (72) yards long; 
this length being the least common multi 
ple of the most popular ribbon lengths. 

The first operation in making the rib- 
bon is to cut the cloth into strips and 
paste the raw edges with such a com- 
pound as will effectually prevent any 
tendency to ravelling. By means of the 
special machinery shown in No. to the 
full width of the cloth is simultaneously 
cut and edged into ribbons of predeter- 
mined width at the rate of thirty miles of 
ribbon in an hour. The ribbons are then 
ready for inking which is done in the de- 
partment shown in No. Il. 

The most difficult operation in ribbon 
making is to get exactly the same amount 
of ink in a ribbon of a particular kind 
whether made today, tomorrow or next 
summer. Ribbons are universally inked 
by immersion in the ink, the excess being 
removed by the pressure of ground and 
polished steel rollers; the amount of ink 
is determined by the pressure of the 
rollers.

How To Write 


HERE are very few businesses 
which cannot use form letters to 
great advantage. 

The largest force of salesmen in the 
country is unable to cover all possible 
territory, and cover it often enough. 

One of the greatest business-getting 
factors in salesmanship is persistence, and 
there is no stronger or more economical 
way to be persistent than to write good 
letters. 

But they must be good. 
stilted letters are unwelcome to all busi- 
ness men; but a clean-cut, business-like, 
argumentative letter which wastes no 
time and says something is as welcome as 
a keen, snappy and well-posted salesman. 

Look over the letters you get, and re- 
flect on how many you toss in the waste- 
basket, because they talk bosh, not sense. 
One really strong letter will stand out by 
sheer contrast, and if you really have a 
strong proposition you can get up a let- 
ter which will command attention by its 
logical appeal to the business interests of 
the reader. 

There is scarcely an up-to-date firm to- 
day which does not cover some of its 
field with form letters; yet many of these 
letters, because they are not strongly 
written, do not get nearly all the busi- 
ness that they would if well written. 

First, it is necessary to start well. Not 
a long stilted “we take pleasure, etc.,” 
but with a snappy sentence with a strong 
fact in it. This fact should be something 
directly concerned with the consumer's 
interest, and not a_ self-centered brag 
about “extensive improvements,” or “‘bet- 
ter able to serve you than ever before,” 


Long, windy,

The first great virtue of either a form 
letter or a salesman is to be specific. Get 
right down to the situation of the man to 
whom you desire to sell, and then talk up 
what he is going to get out of the propo- 
sition. 

. The next important thing is to avoid 
adjectives, and speak in the language of

Practically no sales organization is nec- 
essary, as the goods sell themselves. It 
has always been the policy of the com- 
pany to take on no new business unless 
it could be handled promptly and re- 
tained. One by one the largest buyers in 
the country have learned of the advant- 
ages and economy in handling this line, 
and the problem has always been how to 
take on this or that new account and still 
maintain its immediate deliveries.

fact and definite claim. Everybody is 
weary of the advertiser who is continu- 
ally slinging out such terms as “abso- 
lutely superior,” “unequaled,” etc. They 
are like worn out dimes—people refuse to 
accept them any longer, because they 
mean nothing. 

The greatest way to get business ever 
discovered is to prove by actual, practical 
fact and figures just how much the article 
can do fora man. The argument of dol- 
lars and cents is absolutely unanswerable. 
But you must know the business thor 
oughly, and be very careful not to make 
any statement which a practical man wil 
pooh-hooh. 

Now another important matter is con 
dension. Possibly two-thirds of the let 
ters now used are never read because 
they are too long and heavy-phrased. A 
business man has neither time nor inclina- 
tion to read a long essay which contains 
just a few central thoughts, after all. And 
he won't do it. 

A good letter writer will take 
letter apart and write one that is only 
one-fourth as long, and yet it will be 
stronger than the other. Short, pithy 
sentences always hit the bull’s eye more 
surely, and are read more willingly than 
long sentences which never seem to end. 
No letter to a business man ought to be 
larger than one sheetful of type, double 
-or at least paragraph spaced.

CROOKS, ROGUES & CRIMINALS. 


The “Publicity Remedy” Assisting in 
Their Extinction—The “Rogues 
Gallery” Not Popular. 


RIOR to four years ago, the office 
P appliance trade, and particularly the 

typewriter industry, was much trou- 
bled with the fellow who would operate 
among the various manufacturers, among 
their agents and dealers, knowing that 
they were safe from arrest, so long as 
there was no general means of inter-com 
munication among each other. 

[It was no uncommon thing, in the early 
history of this publication, to report the 
names of from eight to one dozen fellows, 
all in one month, who had “gotten away 
with’ some piece of office machinery, and 
many others were passed up for sufficient 
court reasons, best known to the publish 
ers. 

\n examination of the “Lost, Strayed or 
Stolen” list of typewriters, as displayed 
frequently in this paper, will be sufficient 
to warn the most credulous that the 
“typewriter thief” or the “adding machine 
thief” or whatever we might term him, is 
worthy of our attention. 

With the coming of this publication, 
one of the first departments embodied 
therein was a “Rogues’ Gallery” where 
there were shown the names and records 
of those who had been caught or found 
guilty of some theft of this nature.

THE GERMAN OFFICE APPLIANCE 
SHOW. 


EPUTY Consul-General John W. 

Dye, of Germany, has recently for 

warded to the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, a resume of the office 
appliance show held in Berlin last Octo- 
ber. There are several important points 
brought out in the consul-general's re- 
port that will interest the readers of Of- 
fice Appliances. The report follows: 

Berlin thus has followed the example 
set in several progressive American and 
British cities. As an artistic and com- 
plete exhibit of German appliances it was 
a great success, though as a money-mak 
. ing enterprise it was rather disappointing, 
as few people cared to pay a mark (23.8 
cents) to see even a fine exhibition of 
articles which had no personal interest to 
them. However, hundreds that were in 
terested did attend, and the dividends 
will come to the exhibitors later 

From an American standpoint the most 
striking characteristic of the exposition 
was the absence of American-made 
goods and the presence of American ideas 
and designs. The only American com 
panies occupying booths were the Smith 
Premier Company, the Elliot-Fisher Com 
pany, and Henry Goldman & Co. The 
first named had its usual exhibit of type 
writer machines, including the new cir 
cular machine, and the second-named 
firm, which has lately established a gen 
eral agency for Germany, had on exhibi 
tion its combinations of book typewriters 
and calculating machines. The third firm 
in question had a booth where was shown 
the “Arithstyle arithmachine,” a small 
and light computing machine. This com- 
pany also exhibited the Bates numbering 
machine, the Perry time stamp, and Gold 
man’s duplex check system. 

In one branch at least it is generally 
conceded that the Germans still lead the 
world; that is, in the production of com- 
puting machines. Nearly a dozen con- 
cerns exhibited their latest models, most 
of which perform the processes of multi- 
plication and division. Another interest- 
ing line in which Germany is well ad- 
vanced was that of manifolding and 
copying devices. 

Some Novelties Displayed. 

Loose-leaf ledgers and card-index sys- 
tems closely resembling the American 
styles were shown by German manufac- 
turers. These are still novelties in Ger 
many and only the most progressive busi 
ness houses have put them into use. Of 
fice furniture in considerable quantity was 
also exhibited, and although many pieces

The Typewriter in the Stationery Store 


walked into a stationery store in 

an Illinois town of 15,000 popula- 
tion and asked to be shown some writ- 
ing paper. When the purchase was made 
he turned to the clerk and said: 

“By the way, do you handle typewrit- 
ers?” 

“No, we do not,” replied the clerk. “We 
have been asked that question before but 
for some reason never have got around 
to it.” 

“I want to purchase one,” continued 
the customer, “and it occurred to me that 
a stationery store the size of yours would 
in all probability handle them. However, 
I will look elsewhere.” 

This same question is put to commer- 
cial stationers many times during the 
day in all sorts of towns the country over. 
For many reasons the casual purchaser 
of pens, pencils, carbon paper, and other 
supplies, associates the stationery store 
with a typewriter. The prime reason, of 
course, is that there he goes for his type- 
writer supplies. Why should he not 
think of the store handling typewriters?” 

This, in turn, invites the question, why 


A waiked time ago a_ gentleman 


‘do not commercial stationers establish a 


typewriter department? Or, what ad- 
vantage is there in having such a depart- 
ment ? 

This question can be looked at from 
several sides. In the first place, however, 
this proposition should be laid down as 
absolutely true: The average typewriter 
user, before he consigns the machine to 
the junk pile spends $300 on supplies, in 
the form of carbon paper, type writer 
paper, ribbons and so forth. Now, where 


? 


does the user buy these supplies? From 
the stationery store, in the average town, 
unless there is a typewriter supply house, 
and then it is questionable whether he 
does not go to the stationer for the most 
of his supplies. 

Another proposition: The typewriter 
user, as well as the one who is not, needs 
a typewriter stand, desk and other office 
supplies. Where does he go? To the 
office supply house, of course. 

There are many cases where the user, 
in the first instance, when he goes to the 
stationer for his supplies, could in many 
ways be interested in typewriters. He 
might not himself purchase one: but he 
would at sometime say toa friend: “John, 
the Cole Stationery Company handles the 
—— typewriter. I think it is a good ma- 
chine. Go and look it over.” 


Considering the Advantage of a Type- 
writer Department, Its Influences 
and Profitable Value to the 
Stationer. 


By W. S. Allen. 


Now, why should the stationer not get 
the benefit of this trade which goes to the 
typewriter companies indiscriminately? 
What reason is there that the stationer 
could not attract many users of machines 
to his place of business if he had a type- 
writer department? Manifestly this could 
be done; and to ignore it is to overlook 
a very direct source of getting business. 

Stationers as Agents. 

But the stationer has been inclined to 
refute this with the statement that: “Oh, 
it does not pay. I would not sell a ma- 
chine once a month.” Of course he 
wouldn't if he believed it. But is there 
any ground for his statement? In the ma 
jority of cases there is not. 

Look at it from a business standpoint 
entirely. In a town of 25,000 population, 
for example, the stationer would require 
a working capital in starting his type- 
writer department, of from $5,000 to $10,- 
000. He would need a repair man, a 
salesman, and an office or delivery boy. 
The repair man would cost him $60 to 
$80 a month. The salesman would cost, 
salary and commission, $150. He should 
charge the typewriter department with a 
certain rent, say $25. The delivery boy 
should not cost more than $28 a month. 
Here is a total expense of $285. Make it, 
in round figures, $300. The stationer 
could make, gross, forty per cent on each 
machine sold. That is, the $100 machine 
would probably cost about $55; the $75 
machine, $40; and the $65 machine, $35. 
These figures are not exact, but will not 
vary five per cent either way. If the 
stationer sold ten $100 machines he 
would have, gross, $400; ten $75 ma- 
chines, $280, and ten $65 machines, $250. 
In the first instance he would clear $100, 
or twenty-five per cent; in the second, he 
would about break even, and in the third, 
he would lose. But the difference exist- 
ing between a $100 machine and a $65 
machine, is great enough to easily allow 
the stationer to more than break even. 
And what salesman, in that sized town, 
together with the additional sales in the 
store, could not sell more than ten ma 
chines a month? The department, with 
no great effort, could be made to yield 


from twenty to thirty per cent on the in 
vestment. 
Opportunities for Agents. 

[t is likewise true of the office supply 
man. He might have the better of the 
argument to the extent of more intimate 
contact with the user or “prospect.” But 
this is not so great as to cause any 
change in the proposition. The point is, 
however, that the office supply man can 
handle typewriters as well as the sta 
tioner. 

It is true that the standard typewrite1 
companies have their branch offices or 
agency in most towns of 25,000 popula 
tion. To this extent the stationer could 
not entertain the proposition of adding a 
typewriter department. But there art 
many cases where they do not; and be 
sides there are now on the market man\ 
machines, standard in every respect 
though not selling for $100, that would 
form a most valuable and profitable ad 
junct to the commercial stationer. And 
there is no apparent reason why the sta 
tioner in towns of from 5,000 up could 
not embark on this plan to great advan 
tage. 

There are many typewriter companies, 
in view of the sharp competition now ex 
isting, that would be glad to aid in many 
ways the stationer in advertising the ma 
chine and making sales. He need not 
confine his efforts to the town in which 
he lives. The stationer can arrange ter 
ritory that would encompass fifteen or 
twenty small towns in close proximity to 
his own town. It should not be lost sight 
of that country towns lean as close to 
their county seat, or “biggest town near 
by,” as do the larger towns to the “big 
gest city nearby.” 

What is of greater importance, the sta 
tioner is constantly in contact with the 
purchaser of office equipments. It is a 
short step from the counter, where he 
sells the carbon paper, to the typewrite: 
department. There his machine is on a 
revolving stand, displayed in such a man 
ner that the customer gets a comprehen 
Sive idea of its merit at once. This is 
true of the next customer and so on, un 
til the Cole Stationery Company is right 
in touch with the prospective typew riter 
buyers. 

Planned carefully; started properly 
and pushed energetically, the typewriter 
department can be made to pay hand 
somely.

Information department shows it has 
been used more extensively by members 
than last year, we having furnished over 
800 more reports to members and made 
about 800 more inquiries for information 
of members this year, and have furnished 
various members about 340 excess re 
ports of the limit of 200 per year, more 
than we did last year. 

Collection Department: The executive 
committee’s report shows it has rendered 
most excellent service and although we 
did not receive quite as many clainrs for 
collection as last year, the aggregate 
amount of same is largely in excess of 
previous year, and the collections made 
through the office aggregate in amount 
about $7,000 over previous year and the 
aggregate amount paid direct to members 
about $13,000, same being the result of 
notice from the office and through the at- 
torneys. 

There has been received during the 
year 592 drafts for collection, being an 
increase of 218 over previous year, 95 of 
which have been collected amounting to 
$7,274.48, thus leaving unpaid 497 drafts 
which were turned over to our attorneys 
for collection.

mers. 

Your dinner committee has arranged 
to hold the annual dinner at the Waldorf- 
Astoria on Wednesday evening, March 
18th, 1908. The dinner committee has 
been recruited from among the young 
men and its promise to do everything 
possible to make our next dinner the best 
in our history. Your president is acting 
with it “ex-officio” and hopes to be able 
to maintain the pace. 

Regarding the board of trustees and 
the office force, I can say no more or no 
less than I have said in previous years.

“Our friend, the skeptic, claims that noth- 
ing has been accomplished, and what is still 
more that nothing will be. .Most assuredly 
if all were of the same disposition and looked 
only to personal gain without a single effort 
in the interest of the general welfare, nothing 
could be, and to agree with him is not only 
to belittle the endeavors of those who have 
actively engaged in this work for the better- 
ment of conditions, but discouraging to 
further effort as well. 


“Men do not undertake work such as this 
association is trying to carry on, unless there 
is a belief that there is something to be 
gained. And they realize that the gain must 
be mutual in order to interest others in join- 
ing with them. They realize that association 
springs from necessity and that the call must 
be obeyed, or, else that which they are trying 
to improve, or prevent, will sooner or later 
be beyond their control, and a new order of 
things detrimental to their interests will be- 
comes fixed and unalterable. 

“We believe in association, not for arbitrary 
actions, but for precautionary purposes, but if 
we have reached a point where heroic reme- 
dies are necessary we must not hesitate to ap- 
ply them without considering sentiment. 


“Our association is not receiving the proper 
support of the retail trade that we feel is jus- 
tifiably due it. Whatever we may accom- 
plish will benefit the trade as a whole and the 
active co-operation of the retailers should not 
be withheld. 

“In conclusion let me say to stationers 
everywhere: Be consistent. Do not practice 
even to the smallest degree those things that 
you complain of in others. If you desire pro- 
tection you must afford protection. If you 
would receive just treatment from those on 
whom you depend you must do justice to 
those who depend upon you, for in no other 
way can the objects and aims of the associa- 
attained.”

FOURTH ANNUAL BANQUET BOOST 
CLUB OF NEW YORK. 


The fourth annual banquet of the Boost 
Club of New York was held at the Hotel 
Astor, Thursday evening, January 23rd, and 


was the nicest affair of the kind ever given 
by the club \bout 250 members were pres 
ent and the entertainment committee has 
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every reason to feel proud of the result of 
its efforts. 

It was nearly eight o’clock when Sam- 
uel Graydon, Arch Booster, announced that 
Rev. Hugh Birckhead would ask a blessing. 
Mr. Graydon then extended to everybody a 
hearty welcome and made some mention of 
the progress and great growth of the Boost 
Club, not only in New York, but elsewhere, 
stating that the New York club has a mem- 
bership of nearly 300 and that besides New 
York, the cities of Chicago, St. Paul, Los 
Angeles, Eustis, Fla., Toronto and Philadel- 
phia have enthusiastic clubs. The Los An- 
geles and Toronto clubs sent congratulatory 
letters, and Charles H. Mann, of the Wil- 
liam Mann Co., Philadelphia, wrote, regret- 
ting his not being able to be present on ac- 
count of being laid up as the result of a 
recent accident. 

Additional clubs are being formed in Cin- 
cinnatti, Cleveland and Pittsburg, and it is 
likely that a club will also be formed in Lon- 
don, England. Mr. Graydon, in behalf of the 
officiary, stated that no promises would be 
nrade, but he would let the works speak for 
themselves. He feels that with the excellent 
committeemen and other officers that he 
will have most excellent support during the 
coming year. 

A toast was then proposed to Theodore 
Roosevelt, who was cheered enthusiastically, 
as was also Governor Charles E. Hughes and 
Secretary Taft. Souvenirs were at this time 
presented to Former Arch Booster F. P. Sey- 
mour and to William E. Smith, as tokens of 
the esteem in which they are held by the 
members of the club. The festive booster, 
Judge Charles F. Moore, acted as toastmaster 
and introduced as the first speaker Hon. Seth 
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Low, ex-mayor of Greater New York, who 
delivered a splendid address on “Boosting,” 
pointing out how Daniel Webster and Edward 
Everett Hale were the two great boosters 
of American history. He was followed by 
James E. Russell, Ph. D., Dean Teachers’ 
College, Columbia University, who spoke on 
the educationa! system and some of its needs 
This they cannot change until some form of 
industrial training is put into our schools 
and we do for every boy and girl what the 
favored few receive. 

The next speakers were Hon. Charles S 
Whitman, city magistrate; Norman Hapgood, 
Esq., editor Collier's Weekly; Rev. Hugh 
Birckhead, LL. D., rector St. George’s Epis 
copal church; Hon. Herman A. Metz, comp 
troller New York City; Col. H. O. S. Hei 
stand, adjutant general, Department of the 
East, U. S. A.; Roy L. McCardell, Esq., edi 
torial department New York World, and Dr 
Thomas Darlington, health commissioner, 
New York City. 

Norman Hapgood advocated a continuance 
of the spirit of criticism “It has not gone 
half far enough yet,” said he. “We should be 
proud of this wave of investigation and hope 
that it will go on until its purpose has been 
fully accomplished. It would be a pity if this 
little panic that we have had should dull the 
sense of the American people to the moral re- 
forms that they have started.” 

The Rev. Dr. Hugh Birckhead, rector of 
St. George’s Episcopal church, paid a tribute 
to Tammany Hall in saying: “I admire it 
because it has got hold of the principle that 
every reformer must learn—that of thinking 
with the people instead of for them.” 

Controller Metz remarked: “Boost New 
York for all you’re worth. This town needs 
boosting the worst way, and it ought to be 
boosted. It is the greatest city in the 
United States or any other country, and 
spends more money every year for the im- 
provement of itself and its citizens than many 
of the countries of the world combined. You 
go to Boston or Philadelphia, or half a dozen 
other cities that I could name, and if you say 
the place is the real thing, everybody will 
agree with you. 

“In New York we are different. We say 
the place is all right, but we are perfectly 
aware of all its faults. Over in Brooklyn 
where I come from, we have the _ biggest 
bunch of knockers in the world. I want you 
to come over there and start a branch of this 
club at once. Few of you know how great a 
city we live in. We have docks that have 
earned $55,000,000 over their cost since con 
solidation. We have a public school system 
that costs $28,000,000 every year, and we take 
a child from the primary with his slate and 
pencil and send him through all the branches 
of schooling until he is turned out of the City 
College with a degree without a cent of ex 
pense to him or his family.’ 

Mr. Metz had a bit to say about public sen 
timent. Old vox populi, he called it 

“In my two years in office,” he said, “I 
have learned that when public sentiment gets 
on the job there is a nigger in the woodpile 
somewhere.” 

The controller also put up an earnest plea 
for the increase of salaries of city employes 
“There are many men working for the city 
government,” said he, “for $2,000 that are 
worth $10,000, and others that are getting 
$10,000 that are worth about $1,500.”

did a mighty good thing when it re- 
solved at its St. Paul convention to issue 
a Year Book. The announcement is made 
that the book is ready for delivery to 
every stationer and manufacturer of 
standing, whose name is upon the com- 
mittee’s list. It contains the addresses 
and reports of the convention, the amend- 
ed constitution and by-laws, a list of 
members, miscellaneous records, and a 
simple form of by-laws for local associa- 
tions. 

The Year Book was edited by Charles 
A. Stevens, of Stevens & Maloney, Chi- 
cago, and is a great credit to his faithful 
and arduous efforts. W. D. Bevin, vice 
president of the Boorum & Pease Com- 
pany, Brooklyn, made the motion in the 
St. Paul convention by which so useful a 
record can be handed down from year to 
year to the members of the association 
and the stationers and manufacturers of 
the United States. The association ap- 
pointed a committee of three, consisting 
of Charles A. Stevens, W. D. Bevin and 
Robert D. Patterson, of the Buxton & 
Skinner Stationery Company, St. Louis, 
to perform the work of publishing the 
Year Book and to attend to the collection 
of the subscriptions for the defrayment of 
the cost of publication. Mr. Stevens was

‘appointed chairman of this committee 


and after many days of close work 
brought out the Year Book that will oc- 
cupy a prominent place in the archives 
of the association. The book has an added 
value in that it will serve as a text book 
in the organization of local associations. 

The stationers and manufacturers have 
given splendid support to the publication 
of this useful book. At the national con- 
vention Mr. Bevin, acknowledging the 
great benefits derived by the manufac- 
turers from the association agreed, on be 
half of his firm, to contribute $50 toward 
the expense of publication. Millard E. 
Heise responded likewise for Langfeld 
Brothers & Company, Philadelphia. and

needs more money. The cost of publica 
tion has reached fully $2,500, and the ap 
peal is made to the stationers and manu- 
facturers to contribute amounts from $5 
to $10 in order that this cost may be 
met. 

Fletcher Gibbs of the Shea-Smith Com- 
pany, Chicago, in addressing the Chicago 
Stationers at their banquet January I1, 
pointed out the great value of such a 
record and emphasized the need for as 
wide support as possible. Mr. Gibbs 
said: 

“Thee immense amount of labor in 
volved in the editing of copy for the Year 
Book can hardly be appreciated. It is 
estimated by Mr. Stevens that at least 
one thousand letters were written in his 
efforts to correct errors in the official 
stenographic report of the proceedings of 
the national convention and in the names 
of members as registered on the member- 
ship roll. The reading of the proof alone 
required three days of the closest appli- 
cation in a room at the Planters hotel, in 
St. Louis. 

The committee has promptly and ef 
ficiently fulfilled the trust imposed upon 
it by the National Association and that 
the work is one of which the association 
will always be proud. Subsequent edi 
tions, with the year’s book as a guide, 
will involve much less labor and expense.

This house makes a 
specialty of fine book work and is thor 
oughly equipped with facilities for eco 
nomically executing an order of this de 
scription. Mr. Woodward, personally, 
took a great interest in the Year Book 
and agreed to bill the expense of publica 
tion at a figure as close to cost as can be 
estimated. 

“In designing the book it was felt by 
the committee that the mechanical work 
upon a year book issued by an associa 
tion of stationers, many of whom are 
printers, should be in keeping with what 
the members stand for and of a character 
that would reflect credit upon the asso 
ciation. 

“The estimated cost of the edition, con 
sisting of 2,000 copies, including the ex 
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pense of editing, publishing and distrib- | 
uting, will amount to approximately $2,-

Only one deduction to be drawn from 
all this. Get a good photograph and see 
that it is thoroughly retouched. Satisfy 
yourself as to this. The half-tone then 
will not be disappointing in the least and 
the seemingly high price which it costs 
will be compensated for in just such in- 
stances as the man reading the magazine. 

These retouched cuts do pull business. 
They are the basis of the well-known and 
universally applied new thought, com- 
monly called “suggestion.” They are, in 
point of fact, material psychology—the 
defined and tangible form of the psycho- 
logical law. 





A USEFUL PAPER WEIGHT. 


For students and other people who have 
much desk work the little paper weights de- 
scribed here should be of some value, as in 
their make-up there is nothing breakable, and 
no care is required about placing them upon 
loose papers and the like. 

These paper weights are made from scraps 
of leather-ooze calf or kid skin, which may be 
purchased from the bookbinder, and number 
eight shot. 

Cut the leather into circles five inches in 
diameter and stitch together any quantity of 
these circles, in twos, to form little bags, 
leaving an opening large enough to drop in 
the shot—half a pound—when the opening is 
sewed up. 

They can be of large size, as ten or twelve 
inches in circumference, and loosely fitted, so 
that they may be thrown across the open 
pages of a book.
